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Sir: 

Applicant submits herewith a statement on the substance of the personal interview held 
on April 12,2006. 

Applicant presented arguments regarding the "notch" (claim 13) with respect to the 
opening of the rail member in Sameshima. Although agreement was not reached on this 
element, the Examiner agreed that a claim limitation directed to the notches and positioning hole 
(202a, 202b, and 202c) would distinguish from the Sameshima reference. Arguments were 
presented regarding the "position regulating means" (claim l) and "positioning means" (claim 
7), but no agreement was reached. 

Applicant presented further arguments regarding the blocking member (claim 14), but no 
agreement was reached on this matter. 
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Applicant presented arguments regarding the rotatable nature of the transfer member 
(claim 13) in Sameshima. This argument was not found persuasive based on figure 4 in 
Sameshima.
